■*W" JV t Hea the Gsecian Monarchy ftaurilhed with molt 
». / % / glory, triumphing over the greatefl: part of Chri- 
\f \f flcndom, as is recorded in the large annual Re - 
V Y gifters of friftme ( Sornamed the FPife ) prefer- 
Vtrs of thenever dying-and ever memorable Afts of the Worthies 
of his time: There then folely fwayed the awful imperious Crown 
and Scepter, an Emperor named Do* Bdfjww, who through his 
rare virtues, gentle affability, gallant conditions, royal and He- 
roick deeds, his admirable regard, and moft great care in the 
adminiftration of equal juftice to his fuhje&s, opt taking the ones 
right to make the other rich, was of them fo highly admired and re- 
verenced, that rhe fuperfluity of words in revealing it, would im- 
poverifh rather than enrich the perpetuity of his never dying glo- 
ry . This Emperor was altogether in his youth inclined and infla- 
med with defire of haughty attempts, the conquering foraign Na- 
tions, Kingdoms and Signiories, wherein he never relied, coritranal - 
ly betaking himfelf clad in habiliments t>f military arms, infield' 
agairtft his Foes, manifefting his incredible valour, and bis well knit- 
A 3 finews 
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finews, which nothing difagrecd from the greatnefs df his mind. 
The familiar ufante ot his Nobles and VaffaTs was fach, that they 
might be rather termed his companions and fellows than Subjefts. 
He always would hazard his perlba in greateft and moft difficult 
dangers offered him,- accounting that honour to be fuprcameft, 
which was obtained with moft toyl and peril-, and judging it bet- 
ter-thit ft rangers mould blaze abroad thegreatnefs of his military 
fortune, aud magnanimity of war, than the commending of his 
Soldiers deeds, infomuch that their chtefelr afts.in the perilous 
battles, was to guard their Lord: for fo great .wis his courageous 
heart, not fearing mighty and puiffant Giants, nor the ftrcngth 
of admired Knights, but as pretending all honour to himfelf, ard 
efteemicg it but little, would as it were headlong run, where he, 
found moft dangers, that fometimes his whole Camp reign: hard- 
ly defend him from the fury o( contrarious fquadrons, where his 
Heroick thought could not harbor the leaft fign of pale trembling 
fear: iu whichkindof life he more' joyed, than if if he lived among 
all the delicious and delighted pleafures that any Monarchs could 
enjoy in greateft Plenty. Whereby his allwondering Fame was 
fo vulgar'd throughout the far remoted nations of the fpacious 
Orb, which they accounted as a blazing Comet, prefaging the 
future mine, that his bare name caufed in them fuch agues of ti- 
morous fear, as doth the furious Thunder ( renting the darkned 
welkin with mighty mowers of Earth-drowaed waters ) in the 
heartlefs multituae of raftick Country Swains, by which he became 
fo odious to all his Enemies, that- they would often give. their 
ownbloo'das a reward for his death, fore-judging his life will be 
their utter deflation. But having confumed the greateft part of 
his Youth in hoftile Arms, by coonfel, and importunity of his 
Nobility and Subjects being often urged thereto ('though againft his 
Will ) he returned with wreaths of immortal Triumph, to the 
Famous and ever glorioos City of Conftantinoplt-, from whence were 
difpatched in his behalf, to demand in Marriage the princefs Cla- 
ririifi, Daughter to T&o»*», King of Hffperia, to whom in Em- 
bafly were lent perfonages fofficient to make known his high magni- 
fkence , among whom went as Chief the King of Hun^arUk, (Confin 
to the Emperor ) and the Prince M*ceden s with many Dukes and 
Lords, with the haugbticft Pomp, and royaUeft (hew of Embaflage 
thar ever went to any Potentate. This undcrftood by the Iberian 
King, he in perfon came to meet them, muting at the ludden com- 
ing of foch ftates to fcek him from fo farCountreys : who being ften 
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them, with great eourtefie that abounded in them, they atfghti 
did him that duty that might appertain to ftich a King \ who \ 
craving it, with the like folemnity entertained them : wt

NOw the Hiftory doth record, That in procefs of time the 
Emperour Don Blanco had of the Emprefi Ctarinda three 
ions, the eldeft called Don tteQianh of Greece, that' inherited the 
Emphe after his Fathers death j thefecond, Don Ctarineo of Spain ; 
the third, Don Lucidamre of Tbejfaly, who not only in valour and 
military Difcipline, equalled his Father, but excelled all other of 
their time, in all gallant/and worthy heroical.-exeri.iies; infomucfi 
that all men had. them in high admiration, efpecially the Prince 
Don BtUiants, that was educated as his royal ilate merited,and the 
heir of fuch an Empire required, until he came to the age or eight 
years, in which no DonzeHn- the Court ( though he doubled his 
years ) could excel him ( there being very many ) chiefly th« 
Princeof Maeedons {on 9 by DameDw Brianel: anotheroftheKing 
of Hungary, called Don -Ar/tho-the ftrong, through his exceffive 
ftrcngth ; for being knighted, he would often betwen his arms (mo- 
ther puiflant Knights, fothatnexc the Prince he was accounted 
chiefeft. In which time they were inftrtrfted and taught thofe 
things as fitted fuch Princes, wherein they £b well profited, but 
efpecially the Prince Don BeHidfi't, who much applied- hirafelf to 
muficlc, that in,thofe days none furpafftd him: that the Eraperoar 
feeing him fo much given unto it, was not flack in providing for 
him the excellentcft Tutours that might be found : to whom, and 
thofe he had, the Prince highly rewarded. Ii which worthy 
cxercife he buiied himfelf till he perfe&ed the ageof twelve years* 
with fuch forwardneis,' chat every one admiredhim, afTuredly 
imagining that in the compais of the whole earth was not a more 
excellent and rare fpint. 

At this time he was taught the fcience of Arms,in which he flick- 
ed himfelf fo expert ( as it were a thing whereby he (hould the in- 
heritance poiTefs ) that he feemed to need no teacher. In exerrife 
■ hefpeat.twe years. About which time theEmperor beingde- 
firous to hunt in a fpacious ^oreft, three miles diftant from the 
City, aDd being provided of all necefiaries, hedeparted to it with 
theEmprefs, and his fan Dm BeSianis, .leaving his two brethren 
in Court, that they defired,not to go with them, bat there accom- 
panied 
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panied them Z>*« Brunei, and the Prince Jrjilet, with many 
Knights and Lords of high eftcera, with fo great and royal traia 
as they were going to pitch battle. The Prince Dm Stilidmis did 
lead by the reins. the£mpr«fshis mothers Palfrey, and the Em- 
peror went contorted, with the Prince Ari(ilto r and Dm BrLntf, 
of whom herefteitgreatly facisfied. ■ i ":" " 

In this equipage, within a while they an iv'd at the place where 
ftraight their l'port fcegan, that with the notfe of hounds aud horns, 
they drowned the Eccho of there own roice, A while after, from 
thai fide the Einprefsfat, there ifliied forth a Lion, and a Bear, 
with fo.fwift,a cooris, that though they would hare hid them- 
felves, they could not had any place. The Lion ran ftraight a- 
ganift the Prince, who .although it fome what fcared him, did not 
therefore fear, him, but with an undaimted heart let himfelf before 
him,wkh his fword in hand which at his he'fide wore, but the Lion 
joyned with him fo fuddealy, chat he wounded him forely in the 
forehead, and griping him between his arms, thruft one of his pawt

down, and feeing how much blood he ttad loft by his wounds and 
the danger which he knew his loving Coufin to be in, put him Into a

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But longwas he not fo, by roafbn of a great noife that fuddenly 
arofe out of the thicket thereby, whereat he faintly began to rife. 
And looking what might be the caofe thereof, faw the moft horri- 
ble and fearful Bear halting to the place where he was : But he 
fetting bimfelf before hum to binder bis farther hurting his Coufin, 
the Bear efpying him, fnrionQy ran to adaalt faint, but by the Lions 
experience he caft bimfelf afide, and folet him oafs with the De- 
viliflifury, and turning about to ftrikehini, perceived the Bearto 
run into a Cave that was at the foot of a fteep Mountain there ad- 
joyning : Whereat very joyful at fucha mifehance, went to bis 
Coufin, who amazed at what he had feen, was likeniic coming to, 
him, and with great love embracing him, and feeing his wounds 
bleed very fait, find, Without doubt good Coufin, yon are fore

Cave. For as God fhall help me, wehitherarc not come without 
fpecial fecret. It behoves yoo not now (laid jtrfileo >fbr your 
wounds will not fa'ffer you to know the end of this ftrange Adven- 
tucc. For in the lingrfng of your cure, you may endanger your fetf 
greatly- Never more be it (aid ( repitedlAw BtXiams ) that I hence 
part, and not konw it. Whereupon hand in hand) they west till 
they came to the Cave, wbofe obfeare darknefs was able to daunt 
the ftouteft heart. But thofe haughty Princes arrived there fearlels 
ofany thing, and had fcarce eotred the fame ten paces, but Din 
Arftlen unable to pafs farther, was ( maugre his ftrength } thruft 
forth: And though he allayed to re-enter, yet could he not, but 
was with greater force ftill rebated back, which extreamly grieved 
him, feeing he could not enter, to help his coufin. Meanwhile, he 
heard within a rumour of great blows, at if many Knights were in 
fight together.

Which was true, though the.Priace with. the joj; of the good f<K> 
cefs,. and in beholding bis rich Sword;, though tot #1 his great 
and -dangeTousVouudsj which were fuch, that if any other of left, 
and weaker conftttntion, couragioufnefs of mind had them, could 
BOt fo> rhare fuftaiaed himfelf,, 

But while they werejbas t*lking,"from a moft fumptuous Cham- 
ber there iffued forth a beautious Damfel, clothed ; in a Cfimfon- 
fittinRobe, fo great, that the tn«n thereof trailedon the .ground.

, ( anfwered the Emperor ).fof it would be imputed to ray everlaiting 
.flame, if I (honld (offer this wrong to oafs unpunifhed, or not u- 
fiagt'hat which my ftate binds me to. .So difmounting, he was 
difirmed, and gettiag hold of the rope, taking with him' his fhield, 
he climed thereby to the Cattle-top, as eafily as if he had gone up a 
pairof flairs, and Calling for his Armor, &#» Sriantl being to tye 
ittotheCord. Butit otherwifetell out than he imagined: For 
through the Caftle Gallery, he faw above ten Knights, purfued by 
two. moft fearful Giants, and then other Knights, that laid on 
them great and mighty blows, which the Emperor Teeing, and wan- 
ting time to arm himfelf, imbraced his ftrong fhield, andoppofed.

The Page returned to his matter 
andtcfcMiimthatanfwer, which he reputed to great arrogancy m 
them; but feeing they expefted hjs anfwer, he went to them and 
fomewhatcholerick, belaid, Which of you is the Knight that eave 
my Page fo proud an anfwer ?

Butr leant ^lacf the Emperor time to render due thanks for their 
great help, mucrf admiring their Mceediog valour,' when the reft 
of Do/i Gd&uto's Knights i0bed from the thicket of -ths Grove, 
who tieingadvertffed of the ftccefi of their enterprTza, and not of 
thtirlofs, came in great haftto participate of the-gtory thdy flwah* 
obtaTfl by the EiHperodrs death*. ". .'"'■■'■'" 

: Before them came thofe ftern and ugly Giants, with their' 
LaiicCs, feeming huge pine Trees, with fuch Tempeftuous fury, 
that they had not leiiuretobind their deep Wound?. Great? was 
&£ for row the Emperor hereby fnltain'd, feeing the 'ftay' «f ffifi' 
Kiflgof7y««g*ry: but as neither he nor the other Knights could? 
by Death's feemirig terrour be Daunted, with a couragious Heart 
thushefaid.

And yon molt Excellent 
Knight '( turning to Dm Belliar.is ) do I intreat to doit, which 
if yonalfo deny .me, 1 here protelt to foHow^you about the World 
till ( learn it, and joyning it to.the Enterprise I have undertaken 
in demand of my Son Don Bellianh and of his Confin Ar(tko^ 1 
.will not return to GmUmimfle, til! 1 alfo know this I now re- 
queft of you. . * > Don , 
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Don BMltttm fearing to be, known, altered his fpeech, and aft- 
fwered, I cannot but confcls the high difcoin teiie that we commit 
( molt gracious Emperour ) in difobeying the fupream commaod 
of fo great "a Monarch, whofe immortal tame deferveth the whole 
earthsf and chiefly our ) obedieuce. But men being fubjett vo- 
luntarily to pvomife, and tied by neceflky to obfervance, forceth 
us by difobeying you, to obferve out forepaffed word to one of 
the jJidics that be within the CaftlCj which was not to difcover 
our felves to any, until we were out of the Empire, teft thereby

The Emperor having read- the Letter, r effect greatly confined 
therewith, and turning to the. King, raid, What think you we 
may do, concerning this Letter's command ? 1 think ( anfweied 
the King ) fioceyou know the writers wifdomand zeal toward you, 
you ought to execute the fame. Let us aw«t the return of our 
Knights, replyed the Emperor, and then we will depart, for I. 
greatly defire toteH the Fmprefstheie news : and looking out fit 
a window of the Caftle, tbey faw coming from the City great 
•altitudes of Knights feeming abore 30000. What mail we do. 
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laid the Emperor, if we mould have -a greater conflict, than thai 
which Is pit r J think thofc be your Enfigns ( replycd the Ktog ) 
arid looking more earnestly toward them, perceived plainly they 
were the fame.

fervicethey relied much contented, and being laid on rich beds, 
the grave Matron faid to theni, having (earcbed their wounds, 
I could at once cure your wounds, as 1 did the Empcronrs, and Dm 
SriantU butdoitnotbecaufel wiUkeepyou liersaiewdays: and 
affure yonr felves you lhall be ftraight but of danger. And then 
flie applyed filch Ointments, wherewith they felt themfelves 
greatly comforted and eafed, at if they tad no pain at all. Dm 
iMaitii intreated her that they might fee the Prince D» ttimt. 
Yon (hall ( Hid Ok ) but firfl: reft a while, far yon have thereof 
great need: and commanding the windows to be (hot, took the

the Knights with whom chef had commenced their battel, and 
yet knew he not how that might be, having after feeu them aided .

Yet becaufe you area Aranger in an unknown Countrey, 
and in a place where every one would wifli your downfal with ex- 
trearncft death, and fo many needfome advertifments I prefume to 
tell you, that though faithfully in heart, and with good reafon 
youobferve, and unfainedly keep, the law and religion of your 
brofeffion, yet mnft you conceal uy and by no means manrfeft it, 
tor if in the leaft refpod you do, it may eoft you yopr deareft life. 
And moreover, after that by your invincible arm you have fafely 
cftabliflicd the Princefs Aurora in ier ufurped royalties, youmuft 
procure and endeavour to arrive at the Soldan of Baby his Court, 
where you mnft fiiftainyour never fainting heart with your accu^ 
ftomed courage: for you (hall there fee your felf in fo many great 
perils, that you (ball a thoufand times, wimfordeath, asareinedy 
forthem.

replyed,! will hoc render to you fuck thanks, as this care and great 
courtelies deferve for every thing I poffels, beingac your command 
tt a reafon you guard and protect them as your own. Herewith they

ther that yon fhould leafn any thing,- w hereby you might further 
excel ds in Fight, which if it be fo, it wereno reafon thatlwbofe 
merits be fo inferiour to yours, ftiould learn them. You may well " 
doit ( replycd i>M5d/Mn»j) having in the laft conflict reaped the 

firofit, fearlefi of any thing that might have happened onto us. 
a all things yon will feem to yield unto me the vantage, anfwered- 
D:» Briavtl) though there be nothing in me that may any way pleafe 
yon or the Prince Arfiko^ fince as you (hew, you wou'd have mp 
hqd that careful feat of you, as well rot knowing,' as knowing 
you, yet do not 1 know why I mould fear you, being accompanied 
with thedivine beauty of this moft fair and excellent Princefs. " 
You do well to jeft with us all (replied (he) yet 'tis no matter 
fince yonr words exprefs what fmall part I have thereof, having 
been unable to expel the doubt yoq ^Jiad of the Princefs, being 
here. 

Pm Brianel bring of nature coortious and pleafant,kept them in 
pleafing chat, the reft of that time of their being there, which Was 
feme eight days ; which expired, they being defirous to depart 
thence, had all Armor Prefented to each of them by Bellow, the 
richeft and faireft that ever was feen : that which Don HelHami 
had, was of a Tawny colour, with fuch natural works,imboffed with 
pearl fo bright, that .they yielded as much light as Ten burning 
Torches in any dark place, but chiefly the fcield, having the very 
fame image it had before, which was drawn with fuch curiofity of 
art, that if they had ever feen the fubftance, they would have 
Judged it the counterfeit or portraitare of Flmsbetl*, the Soldan 
of Batyont Daughter.- which although the Princt fs Aurora knew, 
yet faid nothing, imflfcfamgttowifewomaribadnotWKhout fpecial 
canfe fet it there. About it was written the aforefaid Malta, fo 
perfectly made with great Orient pearls, that it forced admira- 
tion in each beholder. He bad alfb a Scabbard given him for his 
Sword, made of maffie Gold, with Letters drawn thereon, decla- 
ring the manner of winning thereof, Ar(ifn'$ were like them he had 
in the Cave : and Dtn Briauls were of divers colorus, whoie 
workmanfoip was worth a. great Treafury. Did not I fay, 1 
. fhould in all things have the advantage, that for a white Armor of 
■o value, which 1 did wear in the battle, have given me now fo 
rich and fair. It is bow given you as a gift for your old ( faid 
Arfilto y ) but that yon fhould pay for them, Ufe not the office of a

armour utah not to feU any. lfitbefo^faid Jrfdto) how payed 
yon for that which you were; Strive not about fo final! a nutter 
(&idVmBefomt)tot I will pay for all, lunnggreateftcaufe forte. , 
Then ftraightwere they with them armed: and taking leave of the 
fage Matron i fhe laid , Yon will by the way need pages to attend 
you,' therefore will I aire you three of mine, andfo prefented theni 
three Dwarfs, fo little, that they greatly delighted to fee their 
(ballads, efpecially that of Doit Jfc/fijwi, whofe fhortnefs reached 
not to the. others middle, though they were wonderful low. 
Where inhabit, and are ingendred fuch gentle people as thefe i 
laid Don Briantl ■■ 1 (hould remain among them if I thould ftay 
there to be accounted nothing, as every one of them is elfewhere. 
Yon fhall not be accounted nothing ( faid Don BsSiinis dwarfei call- 
ed Ordinal for they would alfo fo periecute yon, that feeing your 
blgnelt to theirs, they would ( wanting ground ) tread on you in- 
ftead of it. That were worfe than the other (*• replyed Don 
Brunei. ) Bat left we farther proceed in talk, it were good we fee 
forward iiv our journey \ Werewkh, with molt kind courtefie, 
taking their farewell of the Lady of She ; Cave, fet forth of the fame. 
And being without, he feeing the Prineefs and Lady all cloathed in 
moft rich cloth of Gold, laid with great laughter ; Let us ( Sin ) 
make more hafte ; for the definition that thefe Damfels have 
made, will caufe fome unices wanderer demand it at our hands. 
But all that is left is yours ( laid the Prineefs ) therefore fear not. 
If it be fo ( replyed he ) I have no lefs right to that which you car- 
ry: therefore were it not anils you give itme.

That's not material ( quoth Dm Brisnel) 
foron my fide I have the Prince Affile^ that will fuffet none 
wronged in/his pretence, i cannot help you in this demand ( faid 
he) left I ftoulAincurrGichpuaithmeot, as to my ill fatisfaition, 
and lefsreaiba I (hould -defend. 
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CHAP. XL 

What happened Don BcManis, and hit compamxs, with Duke Al- 
fyrbn the comma, and km they proved the advi mure of the unhappy 
triage. 

IN this order travelled thefe Princes, with ai much pleafore as 
their young years could require, fearing nothing that might 
annoy t!iem,takiiigtheirftra*ghr way towards a Caftle, fome three 
miles diftant from ^frtocfc, for the Princefs . told them it was a 
ftrong fortrefi, and never wen by any Foreign foes, and that -flic' 
and her Dam! els would there remain, where alfo they might deter- 
mine of their affairs.

Marry fir ( replyed the 
other J notlongfinee he promifed to give one only daughter that * 
he hath, towhatKnightfoever mould Slay the Emperor or 6re/*e > 
or take him prifoner : which enterpriie the PrinceiDaB Qa%mt$ of 
Antioth undertook, accompanied with many Knights, who is now 
returned with one Coufin of his, by whom and others that with 
them came, the Sophi is certified, how they left the Emperor fo 
wounded, that be could by no means fcape. For which caufe he 
hath determined to givehim his daughter in marriage, and there- 
fore b theft triumphs doth he feafl; all his Nobles. But demanded 
Don Bellianii, why doth the Sophi fo, being uncertain of truth? 
He thinks this ftmcient ( anfwered the Knight ) that if it fhould 
. ctherwifebe, it is thought impoffible ever to effect it, for the Em- 
peror being thereof forewarned, will with Che greater regard look

marry her to Dw Ga&aaeo, be goetb very paffionate. 

1 commit you to God ( faid Den B,-Bianit ) for you have modi 
pleafedaie with your difcourfivp news: and turning to the Prince 
and his Champions, told them all his talk with the Knight, and 
demanded of them, if they thought good to fee thofe joufts at Per- 
fiftiu cic they pafled forwarder. It will be well done ffaid Dm 
Brianet ) yet how (hall we do, being unprovided of a Teat ? 
What need you care for that ( anfwered iir/I/eo ) for it may beiome 
will entertain us.- if not, we muft lie in the fields. And thus nn- 
refolvcd, flood ftifl till that troop pafTed along. At which time 
Tome of them went to the Duke, that at that time was very pen- 
fiv.cly imagining on the Princefs of Perfiana, and faid to him. See 
yon not ( Sir ) yonder three Knights armed with the rieheft ar- 
. naor you have this day feen, whofe gallant difpofition cannot but 
content you, and ftand in the midft of the way, feen.bg to de- 
mand the breaking of foroe Lances, and do alfo conduct with them 
about twelve Damfels, as it feems no lefs adorned with beauty, 
than they with valnor. The Duke being defirous to fee them, Hep- 
ped forth, being armed in tawny armour like Dan Be&wm, and 
over the fame be had a coat of a cloath of Gold, molt richly em- 
broidered with.

And ttjough the valourof our owajperfons may merit far great- 
er fervice. yet I pray deny me hot this tequeft : for I hope herein 
to diminraipaTtof-myboiffietous and trbBbteibme forrow with 
your gentle converfation. The Princes intreating one another to 
anfwer, Uw BcVbamt at laft reptyed. The offers, ( moft noble 
Duke) which by your liberal bouncy we receive, are fo great as we 
being ( no other than errant Knights) can no way deferve. And 
though we had not determined to beat thofe triumphs; yet toic- 
compliih your requeft J , willingly do condefcend thereto; yielding 
the accountlefs thanks of dutiful fervitors at your command ; for 
which the Dukevery joyfully entertained them, with his Ladiesia 
his own company, and fomade to Ptr/ejmlity difcourfingbythe . 
way of pleafant matters, till they came within 'a mileofthe City, 
hard by a great river, overwhich they malt of ncceflkypafs by* 
bridgt that there was. ' Which the Duke feeing, faid, confoun- 
ded in our own difcourfes, Sir Knights, .we have loft our way. 
Don BcBianU feeing the Gity, and net knowing to what end the 
Duke fp^e it, replyed, If that be the City, 1 think this is the 
•right way.- 'Tis, anfwered the Duke,-- 'But we' may not pafs 
Ihis bridge, for it will be mightily defended. Who be they( de- 
manded he > that will defend it againft fuch Knights as be with 
us ; They that do it will defend it againft the whole world ( an- 
fwered the Duke.) For in this Kingdom are four Knights, theva- 
liatftefttbaton the earthdo breath, all brothers -, Which in one 
battel the SMjai had againft theSc/rfmof iabylon^ performed in it 
fuch haughty deeds, that by their proper valour the victory was 
obtained! which got them fuch honour, that till this day theynre 
reputed the ftrongeft Knights that may; be found. Whereupon 
the Sopbi to honour them badthem demand What they would and 
he would grant it, ( They anfwered )shey would have nothing hot 
this Cattle and the Bridge,that no Knights might go thaf'way, un- 
lets he (ho uld leave his armor and horfej or overcoming them all '• 
in fight, pafsby. The Stpbi granted it with a great living be- 
fides, to maintain their (fates. ■-■ ;•• 

-So they being come to thin Bridge, have brought with them 
two mighty and ftrong Giants, wnofe- fietceneis no hundred 
Knights dare abide to combat together. ;' And have above three 
years defended this paflage, and hot any Knight hitherto hath 
Tiaquimed them. For though they be ftrong and valiant, yet hi 

their 



their Combat they proceed not like good Knights: for rf k hap^ 
pcneth that any Knight unhorftth any of tbem^ hemnffijouft with 
the others, till he, overthrow them all; botifhebeby.any Wow 
himfetfoverJ*rjwd, he.ftrai^if lofetb his arms, ,Or ifhelhould 
«ahorfethenjiU, iiemnft after combat with all fix together, 
being the unreafonableft- thing that ever was heardof. And this 
is the caufe w hy this bridge and way is no more ufed, by rcafoH 
the milhaps that there befall to wandring Knights^ and therefore 
is called the' V*ha$y bridge. The Princes greatly wondred at this 
adventure, yet having great defire to provejt ( Dm fietiianis thus 
faid: > Truly moft honoured l.ord, we never heardof the like 
adventure.- but if it fo plcafe you, we will try tie favours of 
blind fortune therein. ' So will it be rather jugedinadnefs than va- 
lour ( re^lyed the Duke. ) For it lieth not in the compafs of one 
ni ans ftrenah to vanquilh them : for the leaft of them is able to 
withftaod the famous Bmperor.rf.Ce»/Jrf«(i«o|>/f, that isthe Knight 
moft feared in thefe parts, whofe fole name makes the Soldan him- 
ftlf tremble when he hears: and alfo dare oppofc and confront 
the ftrength of our Prince, that isnolefsfamofed than he. Where- 
fore if you think good, let us leave this way : for I perceive fome 
of our company do fee it to be dangerous. It will be a perpetual 
blot to our names, ( replyed Von Betlianit ? J if through fear we 
- flioald not adventure our perjpns herein.'. Therefore command 
them to ftay : for 1 will not go hence, leaving this unaftempted. 
tWrhilethey were thus talking, they faw on the other fide of the 
'bridge a great numher of Knights and Lacjies .cloathed in trium- 
phant robes, who werecomVi[?, thitlier to fport themfelves. What 
lair affembly is yonder? .refold Don Bc'-liamsi ) It may be ( faid the 
Duke ) it is the Sofbi^ and bis daughter the Princefs Perfiani^ 
that come- to fee if there arrive any 'adventure to the bridge. 
Although our falls were ; hut to make them fport ( faid DontctBa- 
nit) we will try our fortunes. Do as you will (faid, the Duke ) 
though more willingly I could take another wayv . Thereupon 
they went ftraight towards that bridge, commanded all their 
Knights to do the like, while they proved the adventure of the 
Caftle, which they did,, yet not with any good-will. TheWyice 
Affile* intreated Vm %ewm\t to grant him the firft Battel 1 will 
in no wife doit( faid he,) but becaufc Dob GaUanca'is yonder,, put 
on an upper Coat oversow Armor, kit you be,known.

Strive not fo about it Aid the Duke, 
for you fhall all hare enough to do. Now judge ( faid the 
Princefs ) feeing Dm Brainrl by my fentence detnandeth the jonft, 
that the firft be his, and the next yours, and the lair be his that 
would be firfli being reafon that his ftrengh be belt tryed when 
the others jail.

Princefs Perfiana hearing the Duke named, feichtadeep figh, as 
one that loved him within the fecret of her heart, but tor fear to 
difpleafe her father, durft fay nothing, yet thought fheby the rich- 
nefs of his armor, it ihould be be, ftood and viewed him very at- 
tentively, and feeing how theinraged Knights with puifiant force 
enconntred each other in fuchfort, chat their Lances break in a 
jhoofand fhivers, and meeting with their horfes, flueldsandhtims, 
both fell to the ground : but if Dm ftwvfchorfehadbeenfogobd 
ashUadverfaries^he had r^ed without a fal, which he had leans 
done^vhentheraen of the Cattle clofed to unarm him. Bat the Prince 
ArfJto defirous to avoid it, with greatcholltr entred the bridge : 
fo did another of the adverfe part, with fach fwiftnefs, as doth

And Arftltfi horfe. with aftrong ftxofce tecoykd back 
threcorionr^iacesj that atkft enable to flay him, with 'admirable, 
itighenefs, He leapt from his back, being alittlc wounded on the 
brcaflV The fetvaats of the Cattle went to him* to do as they 
would have done with BnBnmtd : bat the firlt that armed, for 
bis. boldnefs loft his head : For Ar(Hn thinking ho fhould not be 
judgedoverthrown. laid hands on Ms fword to defend hirafcif,. 
wherewith he would have made-thenvknow,h'is valour extended far- 
ther than thitherto he had mown. Bntthetwo brothers that Do* 
J&Melhad unhorfcd arrived with their drawn (words ; the like 
didtheGiants. And on the other fide t>m **ZSw»«aad the Duke 
did fo, that in fliort time among them all, there began a terriblft 
and fearful battle, for aH the pokes Knights wouM pafs over the 
Bridge. But the Sepby, the Princef* Perfimu, and.Do« Gallanta 
went and parted them, and demanded the caufe . why they were fo 
mingled together, and did not proceed with there combat as. they 
had begun: which either they ftould do, or let them pals'} We 
are contented to do either ( faid Pwt Sellimta ) bat this Knight 
fell not, feeing by anothers ftrength he left not the faddle, and 
therefore ought, not to lofe his horfe until the joufts be ended.' 
He may nomoremonnt ( faid they. ) Who fhaB Judce it (demand- 
ed Do* ■Bt&idttis! ) WeneedBo judge ( faid they ) for it isow 
enftome ; bat if any mult be, let it be the Sol Jan ( oor Lord ) 
here prefent. Be it fo, ( faid the Duke, ) Then ( faid the Sophy) 
I award, that fince the Knight was not by another unhorfed, he 
lofe not his horfenor armour but that he be vanquished, feeing he 
fqrfook his horfe, fa that he may jouft no more. 

Great profit do they get by this fentance ( faid a proud Knight 
that on the Stldtn attended, and was a near Allye to the Giants 
that defended the Bridge. It is well judged ffaid DmBtUiams:)

DO N ttUitviit mflatied with anger againft the Knight, with- 
drew himfelf, to whom the Princefs /jar era thus laid, A** 
much as other Knights do than the mofl dangerous fights, even 
fc much, and more do yoo feck them. 1 can do no lefs ( rcplyed 
he. ) Atthis time arrived the Duke,havingleft the PiiKc6,and tail 
to him-: It were- good yon encourage Toot felt Sir Knight - r for 
you hare a very mighty adveriary. All his ftrength will fcant -of*, 
fice him ( faii the Frincefs Amra ) though he be never To valiant. 
Which words the Dnke did fo little fa by at the firft, feeing 
theKnighrsfo well confirmed them by their haughty Exploits. 

Ban 8eJ!_«H with the enraged choler.lw had conceived, oppoJ 
fed himftlf againft the Knight that alio came towards him, who . 
my- firefly in the middle of his ftield made his Encounter, yet 
not hurting him at all, brake bis Lance, not moving aim in his 
fiddle ; for the impenetrable virtue of the Shield retorted kick 
the furioos Iron. 

DmBtBianis with the great dtfire he had to hit him, mill his: . 
Encounter, fa that their herfes palled on their courfe with admiv 
table fury, The great ire the Prince hereat conceived by miffing- '■ 
his encounter, is not described for want of skill, but very fan* 
oufly turned upon the Knight, that did the like, and judging it 
- cowardize, having mift his encounter , and loft his Lance, to draw 
bis Sword agaiaft fo vile and. mfo lent aman,went toward hiss, re- 
ceiving a molt heavy blow upon his helmet, and with incrediblt ■ 
fwlftnefsruning at him fnatch'd him 'rwilt his ftrong arms,, and at. 
hewtoealittlechildpluckthimfrom titladdle,and impatiently go- 
verned by his prefent fnry, ttept to the bridge fide,, and over it 
tumbled him down into thsrlwr, wherethrough the weight of 
his armour he was ftraight overwhelmed, leaving the beholders, 
fo amazed at the deed, that the Soldan cryed out : Oh immortal 
Gods, what mighty flrength is this in one Knight ? It is wonderful 
great ( laid Dos G-I6*« ) that was fomcthing moved feeing him - r 
and more circnrofpectly looking on him, thought that was the 
device of the novel Knight of Cw/fcsAKsV : jet he doubted it, 
being fo far distant thence r not Imagining he would come 
hither by reafon of the diffcrenceof Religion. Yet feeing thole 
Ladies'' there, did grtatly fiifpeft it.

ping afide with hU horfir, Set bun pais in fach an amazement; 
that miffing whereon to bit and ftay himfelf, ran headlong for. 
wards, and at laftHorfeand all tumbled dowa^ the Giant refting 
fore battered with the terrable fall: and the Prince feeing ItJ fee 
himftlf in his place expecting the reft of his Adversaries ; againft 
whom came the Knight that firft jouftedwith Com , J rimel, and 
laying for him, at the inftant he would encounter him with hi* 
Lance, leapt afide with his Hotfe, making him lofe his ftroke, 
and with great fury turning upon him ftutcht his Lance out of hS 
hands, and therewith with one hlow fold him to the earth, and , 
returning to his place, brandiihed it with great joy.

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Andfolwkoof their.talkj tor Ban Sdlamiatti toe Spans be 
had taken from the Knight, oppofed himfelf .agaiail that mighty 
Giant, that bkfplieming old Mubmet, came againtt huyt iritis 
ftch fiercencfs, that foaming like a Boar, and guided with a tick 
lift rage inoft thick fnwak iSaoa from the Vifiw of his Helm, 
Andla.thc middle of a fprcioBs Bridge enconatred, that tin 
Giant brake hit Lance on Dm BtMiaim Shield ^ which Siding on 
it made him a great wound, .whence Hoed much rbiood. The 
f rince flrock in foch manner, that piercing his giield and Armour 
minhtiiy wounded him on the bread ; and both meeting with 
their Horfes, the Giant meafuredhisiength on the earth, and the 
Princes Horfe fee both his knees on the groand,. wherewith he 
retted fo amazed, . that he had net the remembrance to fpur him.

fbmewhat flow in arriving by reaibn of their boyfteroofnefs hoi£* 
ed np their flidag Eattfe-aites, thinking to end the Battel with. 
their firft blows:, but the difcrect Prince knowing how grievous 
thofefttokesweretofuifer, ftcptafide, that bofhaligatedin vain, 
atti reached oncof them fueh a blow on the leg, ahatnecut itquite 
is fender: who not able to fuftaut himfelf thereon, fell down.. 
yet was he ftroxk mfnch manner, that be was wounded in. twn* 
places, wbilehe laid theotherGiaetonthehead, tbatEhe blood, 
ran down iris eyes, aid defending, himfelf with his IhieM from toe 1 
Knights blowy fferuck him on the arm that held 'the axe* that 
both fell together for eonpany^ and the Giant goiogt -, rake that 
with the otherhand, conid.net through the exceflivc coin of that 
fill by the enoonnter : aad agaisv he was & mightily wenaded om 
thebeadthatbe tembitd atMsfeet: aadbecaefe holadpat Waa 
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By Vuluuv command,they forged t^awMtraapr ift thV very burning 
*/£t*j mount, which forced nim to tqftain himfelf on the ground 
wain h»h^y&t-hfti;aioHWinghtefo*ee^wth-<arsgcd valian- 
cy, feeing the Giants trouWad-hirfl oo flwrv terned upon the 
three brethren,, and wounded qaeofthem whidi moft vexed him 
on the bead, thkta deaved "it in two, the others. embraced him, 
thwking to overturn him, but they mjghtas well tell "the Stars of 
Heaven, »r wfthcdftwg water fill the wide Tift Ocean Sea, Tor 
the Prince being the ^rongeft Knight of forces in the world, 
that few or no Giants could equal htm theteia. To bravely 
held one between his arms, that he thruft the pieces of his armor 
into his flefh, that the crimfon blood gnflttfrotd .his veins exceed- 
ing faft.

my. Oiield, and 1 aflbre you at this prefeat I hare no other 
name neither may I have it, till I be coaNHaoded the. contrary. 
This my coupanioej pointiig to Dot Brians^ uomioatcik the vea- 
. taroos Knight, and this other is, the Prince Arfi-Wt if ever yem 
beard him named before, Prince and fole Heir of the Kingdom of 
RMfia: This Lady whom we accompany, is the King of Carcatut 
daughtef,withwhom,through a certain ad veuture.wc were all going- ■ 
to the "King her Fathers Court. Thisls all moft noble Lord,

Affile*- 
and Dm Brunei irraigthtway .obeyed, being very glad to here how 
well Dow BcHianis had anfwered : which done, they all highly com- 
mended them for their brave difpofitioiL The Princefe Aurora- 
being forrowful,not knowing what reply Dim At8i«HU'Would make, 
with great joy ftepped unto him, and unlaced his helm : wfaofe 
faircomplexion,with the galla«t coaftitution of his well knit mem- 
bers, and ftrength. of body, was highly admired, having his bair 
like threads of malfy gold, deJheveled hanging on his ihoulcrs,. 
Thefighcof this his rare favour 4 with his ha ughfy exploits in arms, 
made them imazedly think him the off-fpring of the mighty God 
of war, judging it impoffible that any mortal creature, fhould 
poSefstwo fuch cxtreams, wherein, he {urpatfed all in the cnmpals- 
of the earth, He was of ftature higher than any Knight of that 
age, his hands longand finewy, betokejuag his exceifive ftrength ;

He had moreover a certain 
manner ot mild gravity , that with it be drew unto him the love 
of the admirers: for it being with anger moved, there could be no 
countenance more {tern than his •, yet he fo refrained hi rafelf by 
forcing it from him, that ftraight he would expel it. He was a 
-reatmaintaiflerandloverof juftice, thatifaaydidqommitafault,

could equal him in forces. His fpcech was rare, but wife* and 
sever {pake but preraedetated uponoccafion. When the Soldan

who aMb did the like to. the Knights of the Bridge, they took 
their way tof erfeplis. The Dutes train was ..exceeding merry, to 
hare in their company fo famous Knights for thofe triumphs : Von 
Srimtei, {hat was called the adventurous Knight, ftepped to the 
beauteous Per (Sana, and as one that in Courtly courtefie, and plea- 
feat dilcourfes was inferior to, none, laid to her: Seeing fair 
Princefs, my name is not oppoCte agaiaft any favour I may receive, 
I befeech you make me thereby allured firm againft all changes of 
alt, revolving chance: in fign whereof, grace me by your grant, 
with the leading of your palfrey by the reins, whereby 1 may # 
with the fruition of your divine company, injoy ail that I may de- 
fire, which is to reft fole yours for ever, fiuce yonder Knight 
(meaning V*n Galatea) hath taken on him my office with the 
Princefs my Lady. This he raid,- becaafe Don Gaflsnto&d lead the 
Princefs Aurora's Palfrey, which though fee fuffered, was to dif- 
femble that (he knew him not , rather deliring his death, than at 
his bands auy fuch favour. The like w ifh w ifhed the Duke Jlfirut. 
The Princefs Perfiana t no lefs gallant in talk, thanrarenefs of beau- 
ty, replyed ;

True<aid he, if the prince Jrfiteo had not gat more by that proof, 
chant. What have V obtained . more - y demanded Jrjileo, The 
commandment of my Lady the Princefs (faid hejbefides the 
horfe you ha*c under you. So have yon gat your armour whiclv 
you hid loll ( aafwered 'Arfilto ) for which you are beholding to 
the Knight of the golden Image. I have no reafon io thank hix& 
for it ( replyed he ) for he did it more to keep his own that are fo .

We (hall not fo foon end this 
quarrel as you did the other ( replyed Dow Brianel ) for the Knights- 
looking forjours, would, to have them-.willingly let me hay; mine 
Let this pals ( faid Dow GaBineo ) for had you loft thefe your gal-, 
lantdifpofttions you wouldhave gotten others. In this manner at. 
length they arrived at the City, even at the days departing, gU 
Ting place unto the nightly gliftring (tart twinkling in the firma- 
ment where they found the people, attending for their coming.;

Whereupon h« returned 
co his Palace : and the night having darkned the world, Do» Bel* 
li*wlefthim,m the plain field, feigning to go ont of theOtft- 
thong,hauthe Knights there endeavoured to flay him, defiling to 
know him ere he went. But getting from them all, e leaped out 
of theOty, the better in that obfeurity to return to his lodging .• 
and he had not gone far, bat his wounds begaaextreamly to grief e

with there new bleeding they opened, making him feem a foun-

Ob for God &k* Jtay os not, but if yoa ' 
will fave your life follow u*j aod by tire wajr we will declare the 
whole arcumftance unto you; Here it will be better' ( faid he \ > 
and among, thefe trees you may hide your {elves. So they taking' 
his counfel followed his advice, and beginning to difcover their 
adventure, lo they perceived through thpfe trees a terrible Dra- 
gon, fo fearful in fight, that it (truck amazement in the beholders ;

He perceiving 
that his courteous words prevailed npVftepf $0, ant v and fnatchi- 
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the Lance out of Ms hand, indefpight of him and his friends, 
tumbling him headlong to the ground. The others would have 
ftricken him with their Spears, oat he warily efcaped their blowii 
and fiercely ninningat one, thruft the. Lance through bis body, 
ttiat lifelefshe meafurcd his length on the earth. The third ftruck 
at htm fo mightily, that had he not lightly ftept atide ( being as 
he went unarmed ) he had made his Lance appear at his backs 
yet neverthelcfs, he tan his Spear thorow his thigh : fo he feeling 
hiitiielf fore wounded, drew his never failing fword, and gave 
hinffo cruel a blow on his moulders that he cut him down-right, 
that his parted body fell on each fide of his horfe.

Thefe and fuch like Matters did thefe Princes 
treat af at Table concerning Don ft?.M»i'r.ThePrincefsiiadby this 
known the Damfels andthey her: yet either thought- the contrary 
by their Silence. But thePrincefs imagining the Gaufe. was. that 
they were fa forewarned by Den BtBtanUfatA (he mould withdraw 
her felf to Reft, and take thofe Damfels with her, and was con* 
dufted to their Chamber, The Knights^ after her Departure,- fet- 
tled themftlves to the ordering of all their Neccflanet, touching

contemplation thereof/uSdenly lofeth the light of his deliglnrulol 
Jeft, So retted Don CentUfxeliaxo,v; ho not knowing what to do,lay 
him down to fleep, till it mould be time to enter the city, whir 
hedid, mounted on his Pages hotfe; in which city he never ha 
been, where taking his Inn, expected the hour to go to Court 
where we leave Mm, to return to BmBrfiam t travelling throug 
the wood as afettrfafd.

OOtt BftBi^jgomgthrongh the wood ;(a$3s fiid,) earnest la 
Bbicave wherein winter the Shepherds ufed to withdra 
tnemfelves, which he feeing to fit his turn, alighted more ea fit 
than Don Comumeliam did mount him on horie back, and ib wei 
in and ftraight pet of Fbriana'j garments, and armed him as we 
as hecould, havirtgno-help, which done, he hid his female Rot* 
covering them with ftme boughs, whichhe cut with his Twort 
that none that there Ihould arrive might think them otherwife 
\and ft took hiiway to Perftplii f at filch time that the giver of a 
light began with hts rcfplcndent rays to clear the dusky sky, an 
£hafe the dafkned clouds from the airy region, when the chirp™ 
birds, wkh their nwlodiousharmoay faiuted themorniags upr 
iing whofe varying notes and pleafiug oiufick, ftruck fucfi though 
into the paffionate Prince of his contemplative Miftrefs. that he r< 
guarded not his Way, nor knew notwhere hewas, till he foun 
Mmfelf'at the City gate, which eatring, hecame totbe kxkir 
* °th 
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that DmCMtameliano had. taken, who being at the Door,- pre- 
fently knew each other s yet fpake never a word t Whereopoa he 
took another Horfe, and followed Don BciUawi to the Palace, to 
know the E.nd of that Adventure: 1 And by the way, were great- 
ly^admued of all Men, the one for the Richncfs of hisArmoqr a and 
the other for the Sumptnoufhefs of his Apparel ( as afore is men- 
-rioncd, ) DwBeffam lighted at the Court Gate,apd having none to 
hold his Horfe, Don Cmumeliatu faid, give your Horte to my Pago, 
who (bill look unto him : For though you know me not, yet am 
1 bound to do you any Service. Don Billianis- requiting his Cpur— 
telle, did as he reqnefted, and faid,;Such Favours (Sir Knight ) 
cannot but prefage a happy Succefs to my Enterprife. And' ta- 
king him by the Hand,- patted into a long Gallery, where they 
fent the Soldan word of their coming, cravingaccefs to his pre- 
sence ■■ which granted, they entred and found him talking with 
the King of Cypru* , who then with his Brothers began to arm 
themfelves for the Fight, \hh5hlyrej0ycing, imagining their En- 
terprife ended, affiiiing themfelves thatfive hundxcdgoodKnights- 
were not able to withftand them in the Field. And when they 
faw thofe Knights enter info rich Armor and Apparel, withfoch. 
gallant difpofmg, they much prajfed them,. They, being before 
the Soldan, kneeled on the ground" demanding his Princely Hands 
tokifs them, who coorteoufly took them up, and embraced them, 
and faid they might otter what they would, and what they, came: 
for: whereto Den SeiBams reply'd. Command (dread Lord) 
the Duke Alfiron to be fent for, and then you (hall know what we 
require. .The Soldan fent for him ftraight, who came guarded 
with a thoufand armed men. And not knowing the caufcof his 
fending for, was very forrowfuL feeing that day to be the laft of 
his prefixed time for the Trial of hh caufe, and that he had got 
no Champion to defend his right by Fight^ Don Befcanis feeing 
him, with an audible Voice,; that all might hear him, faidj Moll 
mighty Sophy oiCj/coni^ and imperious Soldan of this great Per— 
fian Monarchy, know f am called the folitary Knight, if my name 
have ever penetrated your Ears, fon unto the King of fhtm ia % 
who wandring about the World in fearch of ftrange adventuret, 
have by chance arrived in this your Kingdom, where 1 heard the 
occaHon that the King of Cytjnu, otherwife named the Gyant Feb 
lijlo/ie the fierce hath made againft the Ouke A'firo* the courteous, 
and other Knights of his Company, as alfoagainftthy Dauguhter 
the Beauteous PerftMa, touching the Death ot the Prince otAtu- 
riotb. whom he fiith they treacheroufly. flew. I do well know the 

Doke 
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Dolce A$fm t (although his memory doth not compTehendVanj 

remembrance of his Favors toward me J and amaflured he would 
do nothing againft the Laws and Duties of a good Knight. But 
\o be brief, 1 am refolvcd to undertake, and fight the Combat 
for him, he hath none to do it, and I intreat him to grant it rae, 
for though 1 defcrve not he mould truft me with fo great a Charge, 
yet my endeavour and his juffice herein lhall fupply my want. 
The whole A ftembly much admired him, judging he was of no 
little Valor that durft combat, with fo terrible and deformed 
Giants, though they mightily doubted his Viftory. The Soldan 
was fore grieved, thinking every fmall let to be great according 
to Ms defire to fee th.it matter ended as he would, and willingly 
-would he give theCity to be folly revenged on theDuke Yet diffem- 
bling his inward thoughts, faid,You may try (Sir Knight) whe- 
ther theDuke will grant you the Fight, and then do what therein 
you beft may. Notwkhftanding I know not why youfhould '" 
procure this Combat,' getting, nothing but the loling of your life. 
A'.l (hall be as pleafeth the Gods (replyed Dos Beliianis. ) The 
Duke hearing thefe Speeches, laid : I cannot hitherto call to mind 
f/'moft excellent Prince 1 wherein my Deferts mould fo bind you 
to fuccour me in my greateft need : But ldo afluredly believe, the - 
immortal Gods have fent yon becaufe they will not fuffer fo great 
Villany to proceed further. And were this as an aufpicious To- 
ken affuring me of your Viftory through your incomparable coor- 
tefie, and more Valor, I grant you the Fight, and perfwade yont 
•fclf all right and juftice you this day defend. lam fo perfivaded 
f (aid Don BeSitm) andtherefbrefay namore. But who is your 
accufer? The King of Cyfrut ftepped forth, faying: J am he. 
Wherefore fee if ftillthoube refolved. More afl'uredly will J 
"now maintain it than at firft (laid DmBeSUnis) for thy prefence 
fheweth there can be ho reafon nor juftice in 3ny thing thou at- 
tempteft. The Giants rnraged with thefe words, and feeming 
"through choler to fpit Fhe, intreated the Soldan to command the 
Prifoner to be brought into the field; for being all armed they 
had nothing to ftay for : Hereat 25os Bellianis was fomewhat mo- 
ved, thinking it would be known he was not in the Tower. 
'Many of *hofe Knights went for the Prisoners, and entrtng Don 
" Bellhnis lodging, they found Ftoriana a bed' in bis place : but her 
Fellow was up, and had clofed the Curtain fo clofe that none 
. could fee who was a bed, who wh;n fhe faw the Guard come in, 
faid very foftty to them, Go no fortheT good Knights, for the 
Pi Knight

Armour : and returning to the Tower told it- Pierian a, who with 
her greatly rejoyced : aimrjog themfejves, ,tbat Dot tetp/uui would 
obtajn the Vidovy: reasoning .together,, that fie fcein'd to.be yol 
kedtn the Amorous iionds-or' \ their J+ady,,by that which;hefel 
hirawhen they nacned beri ■'.'." 

At this time was the Prtocefs and tne Dnkecondufted ,to the. 
Field;, feetning wry .plealant. The Princefs, Do» jjfrwiei and 
/IrfiUo, yttic advertized how the Duke-had gotten a Champion. 
They were giad, thereof, becaufe ( the imprifoned Knights .might 
irelc more, contended and fecure of their^good fuccefs,^nd fo 
mounted -on their Horfes, The King oi- Armenia- 'did bear Don 
Briaqels Ibield, and Arfiletfs was born by the King of T'ffifinty. 
The Duke Gar'mo did bear one Helm, .and the Prince -fymdnlMi 
che other : and in- this, manner, tbey were/ aceorarjjinied to the Field, , 
with the (bu?d ol- maEy-Miljtay , Inftriimehts, whereat that' time 
they met'the Knight otthe Golden Image,'; wbofe Lance and 
Shield was born by Dai Cowwwe/i/no, whofe Gallant-- Difpofition 
every one admired; thinking he,fhould be he whom in Eflecr, he 
.was: and all they joyping together moil .lovingly fainted each ; br 
tber, and entred thei-ifts^ where they alighted, within a Pavili- 
on (prepared For them ) till the Soldans joining, where Don BeU 
lianis, had the buckles ■ofhisArinor. clofergirt. There then al- 
fo entred above ten Thou&nd Armed Men, and. in themidftof. 
them they brought, the princefs Pcrjiana,.and tbz Duke The. 
Piincefs ,was ; mounted upon aScaffold richly appointed for her, ,' 
but the Duke remained among the Guard, who fpread thetnfelves 
round about the Yard, for, the better Aflurance both of the Pri- 
foners and Combatants* When foddenly the Earth feemed to 
tremble and quake with the Noife and Sound of Drums and Trorii- 
pets the Knights could not. hear one another. The Knights came

.ftjthqftheir Pavilion (which was hard bythePijIncdsl and'motin- 
ted on VloVfeiBack, td expe& the cbmhig'of the'Gjfan.ts;' Who 
inert appeared «f Sight.' But Dm l&Mani* jfeeirigfb many 'eyes 
fix^d onTi'lm, defirous to do' no IbfVthaTi he' ! was wont; 'ftt one 
Hand on the Pommel of his Saddle, and leapt therein hot fetting 
Foot in the Stirrbp,! and with the Force tie put thereto, the Blood 
iflifedWtof lljYA.tmbrfrbni the Wounds that were apt yet whole, 
^wfiith'feeir or many 1 , ' they'cbunfeiledjiim to leant the* Combat, 
being lb foreVounded' The' Princefs Perfiani fenr bim word 
that he mould come to her, fdr (he "would tfpeak with him, Which 
he did, where fhtfintreated him to mount aloft. TheGuard fee- 
ing him go alone did not tethirri': Which was at fnch atime that 

-the Princefs Aurora arrived, well accompanied; who wasconducl- 
ed t&that Scaffold. Thefe two Ladies entertained each other with- 
fach Cburtefie, as belonged to their High States. ' And the Prin- 
cefs Aurora feeing that Knight tliere, demanded why he 1 was not 
calleoV 'TowhomthePrincefsPfrfliMijrepl'yed, fllethouldHraight 
know why, and fo fofcly that none boe^ they three might hear,, 
laid to him, ' By the Life of tha^mVg'wrtich you moft love in' this 
World' (mbft nbbleKriight) and fo the Immortal Gods may 
blefi you, "with' toe eVetlalting <5loty of a ibblt 'Famous Viftory 
tt'this prefent, and moft 1 riappy Succefs to all cnterprifes and ad. 
ventures you AMI . undertake, 1 do intreat you to declare your 
Name, for either I art now blind, or I do certainly know yot^. 
liavShg dreamed this night that Lwas delivered by the Hands 6f a 
Knight i 'greatly 1 ' ' affected, and' fo would Jkrtow it (though I" 
think i^ jmpoffibleyonlhouldbe he) Which you may afflircdly do,, ' 
kBoWinfthdw ft' beTibvesmetokeepit'Cecret. "' 

And here iheWiHory' faith, that fhe indeed did dream that" 
n/ght,. (he was deilVered by /?;» teUianit i who made this anfwer, ■ 
I'cannot conceive ,Y$atr Princefs) Wherefore you Ihould defire my 
'na'me.'hav'iflg'notrturig lets therein, bottoincreafeyour forrow^, 
yekknowl am your Knight of the Golden Image, and fo. pardon 
raeJoryou Jhall k'no* the reft hereafter. WhifewiiJh be defend- 
ed, left he were fufpefted,' though every ort'e thought the Princefs 
did but Incourage him with the joftice' of .tier caufe, who was ad- 
Tertiftd'liy bon.Bt$&ms Ihe (houlddifclofefhatfecvet by nomeansi 
neith'ert6.hisft11bws, nor to any other living, and mounting a 
horfeback the Gyants e'ntred the Lifts, with their helms on; 
whereat the Ladies were much aftoniflied in feeing them, and In 
kooWing'hini'tb.be the, Knight ot tfie Golden Image, fomething 
■'■■'■ ' ■ • - ! " \ '"'■■■ fean"- 
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fearing his life, becaufe of the blood that i fined from hit old 
wounds, yet retted allured of the viSory, marvelling, how he 
Ihoald gee oat of prifon and be furniihed with fo rich armour, 
and turning to the Knights he faw the Soldaa marfhalliag the field 
( being htcnfelf judge of the fight ) and placing the Knights one 
againft another, and coming to the Knight of the Golden Image, 
hefaid, feeing him bloody through his armor. Haw will you en*, 
ter in fight (fir Knight ) being thus wounded ? It is no nutter 
Xfaidhe) for this only am I Knighted. 

: Tiie Soldan urged it no more, but withdrawing himfelf com- 
mindedthe fignalof the fight to be given by the Trumpets j at 
wbofe found the Knights with armed fory, infuch fort made a- 
gatnft each other, that they rather Teemed fo many fuddain flaftaes 
of lightning, renting through- the Ayry paflage of the Heavens, 
than men and horfemetin themidftof the field with fo mighty 
encounters, as if fo many pieces of Ordnance had been difchar- 
ged 

Arfileo and Don Brunei encountered: the King of Cyprut's two 
.brothers, that all four mea fared their lengths on the earth, fore 
wounded. Dm Briwel having one foot hanging in the ftirrop that 
he could by no means rife. Don Bt&anit and the fearful Fetliflmv, 
fo cruelly met that Von Sellimis fhteld was pierced, together with 
his arm, and the furious lance not retting there, penetrated both 
armour and coats of male, where his arm was nayled with* piece 
of the fpear to his brealt : making there a wide wouad, front 
whenceiflbediofiniteblood. , ■ 

But Dob Be&atis incountred the Gyaot in the middle of hw 
fteeled Ihield, which alfo was pierced, with his breaffc-plate, -and 
the flioke was fo ftrong, that the laoce guided by fo brave an arm, 
and the fury of fo good a-horfe, that therewith the King of 
Cyprwlofl his ftitrops,and meeting body withbodv s and breaft,wh.h. 
breaft,the devitifh Giant having nothing to flay his feet, fell to the 
ground : Den Belli anit had done the like, if he had not gotten 
hold-by his horfe neck. Who is able to exprefs the amazed won- 
der or the beholders at that brave incounter, having never feen 
the like; that they raifed a murmur among themfelves, with high 
praifes> honouring the extreana valour of that Knight, who feeing 
that it behoved him to lofe no time, was alighted off his hot fe, 
when the King made toward him, moreinraged than i.fierce bait- 
ed Bull. But firft looking to his companions, perceived the ad- 

^ntnroos Knight to have one leg ftill in his ftirrop, and in great 

danger 
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Auger, be^aufe his adverfary was going upon him, intending to end' 
his life, which eafily without difturbance he might have done* 
wherefore feeing his friends fure peril, fet apart his wonted conr- 
tefie, and ran with his horfe agaioft the Gyant, that he returned 
to the ground, and himfelf leaping from the faddle went to help- 
Den Brunei, which purpose was letted by the*. Kings coming, 
that thereby he was fain to ftay to prepare himfelf for the Gyant s 
fcddenblow, who railing his Battle-axe woald have difcharged it 
on his head': But the Knight of the Golden Image, feeing he 
could not help himfelf with his left arm, by reafon of the piece 
of lance that was in it, ftepped afide, that the axe ft rook on the 
earth, and therein ran above a yard : and going upon the King,, 
was unawares furprized by his brother that he overthrew, who 
. gave him fo cruel a blow on his Helm, that made him to bow to* 
the ground, which made the rage fo kindle-in the Knights breaft, 
that fire fparkled from his eyes, and like a hot chafed Boar, 07 
inngry Lyon, bent to his prey, wounded the Gyant that had 
(truck him, with fo puiflant a blow on the Helm that he cot it in- 
two, as if it had been of paper, forely wounding hts bead, that 
he was like to fall, yet with the ftrength of the blow his Simitar 
fell, out of his hand, retting fo aftoniihed, that he knew nor 
Whether he were alive, ordead. 

But the Knights fword flew fn two pieces ; that only the hilt- 
remained in his hands, to defend himfelf in fuch extream danger, 
and of fo puiflant enemies as thbfe. Who at that time had beheld- 
the two PrincefTes, Ptrfiana and Aurora, with the good Duke 
J4ifirtn, and tbetowred Damzels of the beauteous Prihcefs Florif~ 
bitU, riat heriee beheld the fight; had no need io feek elfetf here 
the pale cotour of timerdus -death. For ia their facts was It fo 
perfe&to be feen, that no Painter ever did better draw it in 
variety of colours, which fight did fo terriHe the dorbron s Ladies, 
that they denied no longer life than- it might be gaurded by the 
Knight of the golden Images fafety. 

But the good Prince of Pbcenieia^ai there like to dye for every 
forrow and angnifh of mind, feeing all that evil had hapned 
through the weannefs of his defective fword, andcurfing himiilf, 
thought his Miftrcfs would for ever abhor him for that caufe; 
which would be thelofs of the belt Knight that ever put on armour. 
Vet hithereto-Do* Biaiel coufd' by no mean? pet his -foot loofe, 
but with the JTrength that he fet, drew his borft upon all his legs, 
that the very pain thereof had almoft killed him, only theSaldan 
> rejoyced 
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rejoyced at this difaftrous academy- tbiaiang hereby to effeft his 
defiic : TheC>pnuKingwas fo highly glad, that hotting his axe 
aloft, cried aloud, this blow (hall execute my will. The Prince 
Arjiko that in fuch ftate law his companions, would have gone, to 
h£lp them, bat his advetlary perceiving it, let fall his {earner, 
and flung himfclf upon him, who unable to man it, did the 
like, ftrivfng . withtheir exceffive ftrength to overthrow each 
other., . . * 

Vm BaRianis though he faw himfelf without fword, and not 
able to help him with one arm, was not therefore danted with the' 
fcariul fight of prefent d.rathj. that he before him faw, but feeing 
the molt fierce Gyant come towards him, flung with all his itrengtli 
the piece of fword remaining in his hand, that lighting oa his 
helm, the force, thereof threw him backwards to the ground, and 
before his ..brother could remedy it (with admirable qnkknefj t 
whicV "he jwefent danger did, augment} he took up the, femitfir 
that he let fall, asjs raid, and leaving the fight at that flay, ttep- . 
ped to Don Briatel, and cutting the horfe girts, fet him on his 
fcet.~ 

. The fierce King that thea came upon him,, gave him a blow oa 
the head, which if it bad not been given, him unadvifedly it had 
do*fen;it in the middle,, but; not flaying there, Udefcended onthe 
fhield, cuuing it all averthwart, apdlalling on his thigh, parting 
all the armour, it opened his ftelh moft pilioully. Donhmanii feel- 
ing his wound, ftruck tlie.king fideling with the heavy femitor^ 
that if he had.notwar.ded theblow.with his, fhield, it haiUlea^ i .fut 
off -his leg, yet it threw the fhield in two pieces to' the ground: 
togetherwith his band* and being clofe pne to another,- theKjng 
would harecafl his arms upon him, but the Knight; leapt ifide, 
unwilling towreftle.- whereupon they wounded each othermoft 
grievoufly, that with their mighty ftrokes they fometimes bowed 
their heads to their breaft, fometime they bended their knees, and' 
let their hands to the ground, and the King wanting his left anrj. 
it made him to rore like a chafed Bull, that he fcaritly felt any of 
the Knights blows. Dw Briawl feeing himfelf rid from his horfe, 
drew his fword, making againft the King, but he was flayed by 
his brother, who met him with a heavy mace, which he had on his 
laddie pummel, ufing it inftead of his loofe Semiter, and fopi* 
teoufly wounded one another, that the adventurous Knight was 
fain to help himfelf with his nimblenefs, to avoid the Giants 
intolerable blow, having wounded him in many places. * The

• cannot be more clear and mantfeft, I befeech your Highnefs, com-

IN the Kingdom of Perfta, where then all th oft Knights 
were, dwelt a wife Man, which was tie that writ this 
gveai Hiftory, called Frijime, whole equal in the Magick 
Ait, the World contained not, excelling therein all thofe 
of his time : for they procured to learn of l«w. This rart Magician 
was fo great a Friend to the Ptrfian Prince Perianal, that all his 
labour and Study was to no other Eeffee>, hut for thergood Soc- 
cers of his Affairs-, confuming the greateft part of his time to that 
. find. For which purpofe,he had given him a moft Exaalleot, Rich, 
and, well tempered Sword, "that the like was not withinlhe earth- ' 
ly Continent, except that of Dm BeViams; which 'before times 
appertained to that Yalourous Knight ?a/&«,the which that excel- 
lent .

the Kings Cou!ir>s,have made fuch a msfi'acie of the Counts Knights,:, 
that none dare confront them, and my felf bring wounded, as you- 
fee,am thus goicg to be cured in a Caflle not far frcm hence, and ft* 
pafs'd away.

Vanmiru con- 
sidering that the City would-. hardly be won by that means, by 
reafon of many people within to defend it, commanded all his 
Men to name aloud the Princefi Aurpra, fo (bey did, faying, A-iti- 
•fh, Anti&b, for Ptintcfs Aurora. At this cry and Name, the people 
of theCouDtrey Rearing and^tBinkinaj theic Lady and Vrincefs 
was there whom they ib greatly defirea>bandon'd thoft belonging 



as welt fcotha Traitor Count as the Gyant, and withdrew them* 
ftlves, w^ikh they had not done in tbe heglrmiflg, becaufe they 
deem'd tbjem Enemies to the Gtyand Land, thenfclvcs crying 
within, as pthers did without, trampling under their Horfis and 
rfaficryiog without pity thofe traitors in fach fort, to revenge 
themfelvesfor the outrages done by them, thaterenoon, they left 
not one alive to bear News of their deflation, having flain that 
Morning above Soooo, wantingabove 6000 Chriftians. And this 
happened by Dammims Policy, which if it had not been, though 
their Adverfaiics had alio in the end ail dyed by the Sword, their 
idSkt had been infinite. This done. Dm Lueidamore caufed to be 
proclaimed, that on Pain of Death none fhooldftir any thing in the 
City, but quietly lodge therein, withont oppreffing or moleftmg 
any way the meaner! Citizen ot the fame. And having taken all 
the Fortrefies, Caflles and Holds of the City to their power, call--- 
iog Von Clarinet and Cm Briantl with him, went together to tjw 
Knight of tbe Baftlisks, who being mounted would depart. But 
Von Clarinet remembr ing the danger he had freed hira from, with 
great Love imbraced him, faying, O moft Glorious and Renowned - 
Knight, the exceHenteit that everdrewa Sword, 1 nope you will 
not to .greatly wrong «s, fo Co depart entaiown, having liberated - 
all of us from fo great danger? for which not only oar lives, but ' 
the whole Glory of this lafUng Victory of this Battle, is too little 
recompence for fuch aid -, thinking our fetves fuffkiently honoured, 
byfble,!y knowing what you are. This he fpake in the Grecian 
language,-, for when hefiscoirtt him firft, be encouraged him in the 
fameToHgne?. \ know not excellent Prince (anrWd the Knight 
of the BafiHskO bow I may conceal the Baridi yon tye me in by 
tbe incojnperablc nwritsof your words, yet notwithftanding un- 
lace my Helm. Am Latidaaore more amazed t ban at firft, to 
know his Brother, dtdprefently unlaCehis, whereby the excellen- 
cy of his Complexion is feen-: Whom Dm Clarinto knowing, 
vetted fo confuted with content, that tbe Tears ran down his 
Cheeks, and with. « loud Voice (aid, O Mighty Lord, that for us 
all did luffer, What great wonder do I fee? having before thefe 
mine Eyes my Dear Lord and Brother, the Prince Vm BeUmih, 
Whereupon he flraight leapt from his Horfe to Kifs his Hand. 
The like did all the reft. Don Belfidw feeing them do fo, dif- 
mounted his Horfe to imbrace all thofe Knights, with fuch content 
as may be imagined. Here wants nothing now (faid Lucida- 
mart ) to end our demand, hut tbe pretence of our Lord the 

Emperor. 
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'Emperor: That (hall net need, replyed Dm Beffiaiti3 t for i bare 
left him within the City of JJofliff-d, and hardly ^eijtfoiis^vibtes- 
to we ranft go with all fpecd. How arrived he there, (demanded 
Dob Ciarino)' having loft hirofelffar from thence ? That I know no* 
(laid Dm BeBianh) but 1 left hits where! tell yoa, and there I be- 
lieve we fhall find him. Here they were feparated by the multi- 
tudesof Knights that came to do their dotiesto DtmBelStmis, not 
able to exprefs their joy withhisfigbt. Andhe commanded them 
all to keep his and their Names fecret, What they were he would 
have none of the City know. Having done with their greetings 
they went toKmg Tramaleaab's Palacej and lodg'd there, their 
Men being quarter'd in the City, "they took the dead Bodies away 
offering no wrong or injury to any 'Citizen.

ed for. the Princefsy4aror<^s: report of htm,- and went abont the 
Cu;y, and aiiemblingtcgether all the States thereof andthechief- 
.e!l Citizens of the fomejrDow SHlianis mad»;thema fhortpffconrfe j : 
•thankingthemfbrtheir loyalty they always obferv'd, promifing 
they mould all have their lofles requited with full andample Tatis- ' 
fedionj ^nnd fhewed them thei Letter written to Damartih&. TheV 
greatly confolated by hisipeech,: proraifcd to p'rotore 'feftitntion : ' 
of the whole Kingdom; apoQ which; conchifion Qew Btltfanir re. * 
tnrn'd to the Palace leaving Da*urtino v giving order "; to recover 
•the reft of the Province without - fpilling of more Blood. To 
which effect he:fent Meffcngers to all Cities and-places- of Impor-

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-right jPtinccfs^fo that utterly fubvertingthofe adverfe ftrengths;

To whom Palineo thus made anfwer, .Excellent Prince 
and moil Heroick, for fo may 1 with reafon ( though I know 
you not ) call you, having on me extended ths magnificence of 
your Royal mind, by the bounty of your liberal Hand, which in 
no lefs a perfon than 1 fpeak of can- -be ft en, having done no- 
thing that might deferve fo much as the Company of fuch fa- 
mous Knights i but the greatnefs of your largenefs paflmg all com- -

In the mean while Dan Gramalis and the Emperor met with the 
like fury, fo that their Spears brake in the Encounter, and the for- 
mer was unhorfed ; t w hereupon .the Emperor alighted, and draw- 
ing his Sword, there began a doubtful fight, and wounds were 
given and received on either fide ^ but at laft, the Emperor who" 
was not ufed to be fo hard put to it, chaffing like a Mountain-Ly- 
on devefted of his prey, redoubled all his force, fo that his 
Sword with full edge falling on the Itfehn of his dreadful Foe,

THe SdnUaji's Army Marching under flying Colours, con- 
fifted at the firtt fetting our, but of 50000 Men, bat 
e'rc they had Marched 20 leagues, the Nobility having 
railed Troops of Horfe, and Companyes of Foot, came in, 
and took their places under the Imperial Banner / So that 
at the end of fpur flayesj the number of Soldiers was dou- 
bted, Which greatly rejoyced Don Bellianis, he thinking' him- 
ftlf now, not in the !eaft inferiour to the'Enemy j. who- was 
within a daye* March of him, with 100000 Armed Men, 
and amongtt them, many fierce Gyants. But. this did not 
in the leaft daunt the dauntlefs Prince, who was defirous to 
give htm Battel at any rate, that To be might put an end to 
the War thefooner •■ and by that means, keep his word' 
with the beautious HwubdU, Nor was the Emperor of ire-.

Don BeBi*iiish&d no fboner notice 
of, -but he canfed his Army to refrelh themfelves t telling 
them, that the next Morning they rfuft abide the Battle, at 
which welcome , news, they all -greatly rejoyced ; 60 that 
Night being fpent in various 'difcqurfes, the next Morning 

, the blufhing Sun arofe, and foon drew a Cloudy Curtain 
o«r- his Raident Face, as not willing to fee theflanghter 
of.that Day; whenas both Armies being fet in Battle Ar- 
ray, the Trumpets began to found, and the Fronts moved r 
joyntly, the two Wings of Horfe extending, made it cref- 
centform: and thus they continued, oply wanting the Sig- 
nal tc* begin the Fight / For, Don BtUiams- being in the- Front ; 
with, a Squadron of 40000; on each hanihitn, flood the

NOw all -things being in a readlnefs, Dm Btliiams com-- 
mantjed the Trumpets to found the 1 Bloody Waft, 
whereupon tfae.two Puifiant Atmies oAafthed towards Wh' 
other :: and'when therelwas yet ieft s 'dreadful interval], 
Dm Bt&imtiis having eacotiraged his' Soldiers- Co fight 1 6ii-cou~ 
ragionfly by words, refolving to animate them by' bis"' own : 
•example ^and therefore taking d ftrong'^imceinllis-hand, 
he. pricked forward, and. run againft the £mperoer k who 
ca me fcb facet hhir with the like refolutionj fo that their 
Horieiiefi to .thctgEOufld,j bat foon recovering^ they*drcw 
their glittering Swords,; andrcharged' ea ch other with fuch ■ 
fury, that thefpacksof Fireflew thick from- their Helmets, 
or. well tempered- Blades^ each' giving ; ahd receiving many 
Wounds :: .m\ at the lafl, ^fae. Eisperojr- ,began to fainr, 
which 008 oit hisGyantsperormrfff, with* huge aatckKAse 
camft'opon -<Dm 'Btliianis&% unawares - , 'and fiwot^ioai^er 
the : HeTrn ifoith foch £6rce,-tK« he' bereaved bitn of hisifenfes 
for a whik; and had certainty killed him, ; had not feveral 
Knights came into his refcoe; but be no fboner, recovered 
out of his Trance, and underftanding what the Gyant had 
cowardly done, buttranfportedwith furious revenge,break- 
ing through the HoftilRahks, hcfaid, Come Monlter, let 
. us fight face to face: and thereupon redoubled his force, 
he fmote him on the Helm, and cutting quite through, 
cleav'dhim to the t,eeth. The. Emperour fighting near at 
' hand;- and hiving notice of what had pafled, came' again 
to fearth for Dap Bellianis, whom he found flaughtering his

Corn-bate had renewed; .bad. not ntws'been brought, that , 
the Knight of the ^imi))|'EM had ptft one oi his Squadrons 
to the rout, which .made his Men, (bake to that fide, to ftay 
(either by valour of fiiame) his flying,Troops :■ But thert . 
: he met with fuch .reftftafceev t&ati*e could-flot' reftore the 
Battel.

This day, the Nmydian Prince with his S *uadron ftood 
intire, not ; fighting at all, there being no occafiun for. his 
help. In this Battle the Emperor loft above 50006 of his - 
belt Men, and Don Miliums^ not above 1.5 or rooop...

Haw* fecond Battle was fought, in which the Emperor was train 
worjted, and forced to bettke hfafelf to the City of Phareze:' 
. md how he vas therein hefegedhypou Beliianis. 

rrrnHe Emperor next Morning collecting his fettered forces- 
I and having received Ibme frelh rupply,- refojvedto try 
slecond hazard by Battle, in hopes thatforttmc would prove 
more favourable, and thereupon Marched towards the Sont- 
d*t?% Armies in good order; of which Don BelHams had no 
fooner notice of by his Scoots, but be was very joyful, as 
hoping now to take. the Emperor, ami fomake an end of 
the .War. Whereupon he drew forth all his Forces himfelf, 
Marching in the Front* and, after him the Prince Bdhazjom, 
with the forces under his command, that had' riot fought the 
Day before : So that when the Emperor thought to hare 
forprized him, he was upon his Guard, and ready to meet 
faim. 

They no fooner came within a» Arrows flight, bnttbe 
Trumpets founded a Charge, and the Emperor of B-ehiuond, 
came, attended with twenty Monftrous Grants, the fto.uteft 
in, ail Ins Empire.- Theft flunning the Charge of Don 8 t&i- 
mnt, broke* in at another quarter oftbe Army, where* Prince 
Batta&wo commanded ■ and. there, with' their fearful ■ Bat* 
tie- Axes made great {laughter, 'forcing through the- Heftil 
Rattks, and killing all- that oppofed them, which deftruftion 
- greatly grieved the Nunydian Prince 5. inforauch that to Hop 
* ' . 'the 
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theTDeluge of deftr u&ion, be oppofed his Peribn .*' and having 
his Inchanted Sword in bh hand <whicb no Armour could n- 
fift) he fmote upon the foremoft Gyant, and at the firft Wow 
cut offhis Right Arm: fo that with a great bellowing noiie, 
he fell to the Earth, -and there, unable to relieve himfelt " 
was trampled to peatb -, And then proceeding, wounded a 
fecond, which the Emperor perceiving, came on with dou- 
ble fury, but was fo bravely refilled, that he foon gave back. 
Thns matters were handled on this fide, whilft the un- 
daunted Dm Beliianis made-heaps of (lam on the other hand. 1 
for neither Knight -nor Gyant, were able to ftand before him. 
The Knights of 'the Hope undFltumg S-aord^ likewife beftir"- - 
red-themfelves wonderfully, till they were tired with de- 
firoylogv infonweb that the Enemies Squadrons began to 
fhrink together on all fides, trifpightof all the Emperor 
could do, for perceiving Death on every fide, their courages 
fainted: fo that at laft the Emperor perceiving he could no

■ Dm Be/Hani* finding he could not come at them, content* 
ed himfelt for the prefent with the Victory, and fo with his 
Army marched back to the. Emperors Camp, where for haft, 
they had left behind them many things of , great value, all 
which he freely beftowed amongft his Officers and Soldiers* 
whereby he endeared them to him ever after. 

In this Battel fell tfoooo of the Emperors Men, accounting 
fuch as were drowned in pafling the-River, and net above 
i ooco of the SouUatfe Men perifhed. .- 

And now Don BtSianis having leifiire to bethink himfelf 
what was be,ft t» be done, reformed to write to the Soutdan 1 
to let him kno-w what Progrefs he -had made in the War ; ."

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helikewife wrote another letter to his beloved- PrinceTs 

. -Florisbeiia, expreffing his great defire to'be with her ; teHirig 
-that he hoped in a very&ort time to put an end to thofe 
bloody ■ conflicts .of Mm^ and devote himfeif to the more 
Toft and pleating Gynbateof f r emts 1 when infolded in her 
-foft arm*.- 

The Emperot of. Vrtbnmi being .got oti toft he reach of 
his purfners, and finding his loft, grew impatient, banning 
the Fates and curfing theiiour of his fiirth, calling himfelf 
unfortunate wretch,, and the moft deteftable upon Earth ; 
and was fo tranfported with frenzy for a time, , that had 
not fats Nobles retrained him, he had done violence to him* 
felf*. being cornea little better to his fences, he commanded 
the Trumpets to foand, and then TnarChed to the City of 
¥hxr%z£, 'where he-and all the remainder of his Army enter- 
ed and fortifyed the Walls and out-works,, refolving to >

THe City norbeing capable to contain all the Emperors 
-Army, 40000 intrenched thenrielves m ftrong Lodg- 
ings^without th'e Walls, with orders not to iflue out, ' nnlefs 
. - ' -' ■ ifaey ; 
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they had efpecial command from the Emperor himfclf ; 
theft Forces DonB eUiani s- confulted how be might cut off, 
and at lafi refolved to fall in upon them in the night, and 
therefore fent out his Spies to obferve what watch they kept, ' 

. who upon their returns, informed him what they had feen ; 
whereupon he drew out zoqqo of his choiceft Soldiers, com- 
manding each 'Man to wear a White Feather on his Helmet, 

. thereby to diftinguiih each other ^ which accordingly they -. 
obeyed, aad fo in Dead of Night, without beat of Drum or 
found of Trumpet they marched : toward the Enemies Camp,

time he could meet him in Battle j and. therefore in great 
rage, returned anfwer, and bid his Servant go bear it to his
